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Xn ald-Merch 1953 the Baenen Salt Field at Ba*naa«nl (I JT*W, I 18^-09) 
(M-A95885) was placed under the Jurisdiction of the Alt Control Dspartnent 
of thaMwth Korean Mlni.try of Light Industry. In MptMfeer 1953 the 
field was Managed by BMW 7ok-*u (Pt$5/l795MM)» NN *.**S* r ^ 
labor P»rty. There were 30 etaff employee* in the labor. Production. Finance, 
and Supply Sections, and in the Workers' Union. 

On so September large -eoale reconstruction of the field was begun. Three 
hundred labor ere, aoet of them forner resident* of the KAngvon Province front* 
lin e area, completed tbe reoonetruotion by 18 October. After the bank* which 
encircled two square kilcuatera of the field were repaired, five tractors vere 
need for 3 day* to level the field. The water gate* were repaired, end 3 
larae motor* and 17 water puape were ine tailed. Orieeoroee water eupply_trenehee 
were connected by bridge*. Barrow -gauge traeke wera Uld for hand-puehed care. 
Tbbacoo wae eprayed ae an lneeotioide. 

Whan the Korean war e tar ted, the South Korean* left 800,000 bags of salt in 
light pi lea at thettield. During the war a little of the salt wae transported 
occasionally from the field by ox carte and truck*. Moat of ■ bh* salt r«*i"*J 
there, however, beoaue* of the shortage of trucks. Xn November 1953, 10 to 15 
truoke.of the Land Transportation Business Office aada three tripe daily to 
oarry the salt from the field. 

la order to increase salt production, tha 300 laborers war* grouped into five 
teens vhioh were subdivided into eix unite epoh. They were paid 40 won a day 
and received 600 grans of grain n day. laoh member of their family received a 
telly ration of 300 grans of grain. They aleo received a ration of dried fieh 
and tobacco. 
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
